/^PHE  educational  value  of  laboratory 
^^  work  in  the  Physical  sciences 
has  been  well  established.  The  train- 
.ing  lies  not  so  much  in  the  re-discovery 
of  the  laws  involved,  as  in  the 
necessary  attention  to  details,  the 
cultivation  of  accuracy  in  observing 
small  changes  and  their  effects;  in 
developing  of  .systematic  methods  of 
work  and  the  ability  to  describe 
clearly  and  concisely  the  phenomena 
ob.served. 

The  .school  has  long  recognized  the 
value  of  such  work  and  has  had  .some 
laboratory  work  for  several  years. 

This  year  the  laboratory  course  in 
Physics  has  been  greatly  extended 
and  the  good  results  are  already  in 
evidence  Much  new  apparatus  has 
been  added  to  enable  the  .students  to 
do  satisfactory  work.  This  is  a 
partial  list  : 

Balances  and  weights.  Jolh'  balance, 
Pa.schal's  va.ses,  Electric  Suonods 
pendulum,  Boyle's  gas  apparatus, 
Crilviemiter's  apparatus  for  measuruig 
coefficient  of  linear  expansion,  sieam 
generators,  magnets,  galvanometers, 
resistence  boxes,  unison  tuning  forks, 
resonators,  Kundt's  apparatus  for 
mea.suring  velocity  of  sound,  lens, 
prisms,  mirrors  and  Tourmaline  tongs. 

/^THIS,  school  year  1 900-1 901,  has 
^^  fairly  opened,  and  has  opened 
fairly.  The  corps  of  teachers  includes 
but  two  who  are  new,  Mrs.  Sawyer  in 
charge  of  the  Department  of  In.stru- 
mental  Music,    and    Mi.ss  Sauvage    in 


charge  of  the  instruction  in  French 
and  German.  It  is  a  favorable 
indication  when  a  good  degree  of 
permanency  characterizes  the  teaching 
force.  In  the  professional  department, 
upon  which  every  Normal  School 
must  depend  chiefly  for  its  reputation, 
and  which  has  been  acknowledged 
wherever  Indiana  is  known  as  being  a 
strong  feature  of  the  school,  there  has 
been  but  «)ne  change  of  director  in 
sixteen  years.  The  Model  School  has 
steadily  gained  in  the  confidence  of 
the  community  until  the  number  of 
pupils  in  training  there  closely 
approaches  200.  The.se  facts  are  in 
harmony  with  the  regard  shown  by 
vSchool  Boards  for  the  Indiana  diploma. 

Tiie  health  of  the  students  since  the 
year  opened  has  been  exceptionally 
good  The     spirit     pervading    the 

students  is  of  the  kind  that  betokens 
correct  ideals  in  the  .social,  moral  and 
religious  spheres  as  well  as  in  the 
intellectual. 

There  are  between  forty-five  and 
fifty  former  students  now  in  higher 
institutions  of  learning.  Evidently 
tlie  preparatory  work  is  well  done  at 
Indiana,  and  the  graduates  are  not 
poi.soned  with  the  idea  that  what  they 
do  not*  know  is  not  worth  knowing. 
There  are  between  five  and  six 
hundred  now  here  under  these  whole- 
some influences  and  there  is  still  room 
for  those  whom  the  readers  of  The 
Herald  may  .send.

All  former  records  have  been  beaten 
at  the  Model  School  by  enrolling  in 
September  one  hundred  and  eighty 
pupils — a  number  that  has  increased 
since.  The  work  for  the  school  year 
has  therefore  been  planned  out  on  a 
larger  scale.  Sixty-six  classes  are 
under  charge  of  practice  teachers  who 
have  taken  hold  of  the  work  vigor- 
oush'- 

The  Mothers'  Meetings  began  on 
Friday,  October  26,  and  will  be  held 
monthly  during  the  year.  At  the  first 
mee  ing  "Play  Recesses"  was  the 
subject  discussed  by  Miss  Mansfield. 
The  points  were  made  that  several 
five  minute  rece.s.ses  held  in  the  school 
room  under  supervi.sion  of  the  te-icher 
enable  her  to  study  the  children  while 
they  are  natural  and  uncon.scious  of 
her  scrutiny,  cultivate  the  .social 
nature  of  pupils,  and  afford  excep- 
tionally fine  phy.sical  and  mental 
training  and  relaxation  In  Novem- 
ber, Dr.  Waller  is  to  speak  upon  "The 
Model  School  as  a  Practice  School — 
Its  Advantages  and  Its  Limitations." 
Later  in  the  year  Mr.  Jaques  will 
di.scuss  "Training  of  the  Hands,"  and 
;Mr.  Robertson  will  give  a    talk   upon 

Nature  Study."        The  vSenior    girls 


have  been  divided  into  .sections;  each 
one  attending  upon  one  meeting,  help- 
ing in  the  .social  duties  as  hostesses 
and  sharing  the  benefits  of  the  dis- 
cu.s.sions. 

Higher  Education  for  Teachers. 

The  generous  return  of  our  Alumnae 
last  summer  gave  us  .some  idea  of  the 
big  work  being  done,  professionalh^, 
by  our  graduates.  While  many  of 
our  former  students  are  following 
other  lines  of  interest,  .so  large  a  body 
of  teachers  can  claim  Indiana  as  their 
Alma  Mater  it  has  been  deemed  fitting 
that  .space  in  the  columns  of  the 
Herald  shall  be  dedicated  to  them 
hereafter.  Our  messige  this  month  is 
a  plea  for  an  effort  towards  higher 
education.  The  trite  saying,  "There's 
room  at  the  top"  has  been  forcibly 
put  before  us  in  recent  magazine 
articles.  Prof.  Munsterberg,  of  Har- 
vard College,  and  Senator  Hoar,  of 
Massachusetts,  are  both  emphasizing 
the  immen.se  power  exerted  b}^  the 
teacher  who  is  thoroughly  prepared 
and  full  of  the  enthusiasm  of  his 
subject.  Strange  as  it  may  .seem, 
such  teachers  are  rare.  Colleges  have 
to  fill  up  the  ranks  of  their  teaching 
force  with  men  and  women  untried 
and  largely  unprepared,  whom  they 
expect  to  help  educate  while  paying 
salaries  to  them.  This  action  is  forced 
upon  schools  of  higher  education 
because  of  the  scarcity  ol  properly 
prepared  men  and  women. 

Here,  then,  is  the  opportunit}'  for 
the  young  teacher  of  today  if  he 
would  make  a  profession  of  his 
occupation.  No  matter  how  far  oflf 
and  unattainable 'seems  the  goal,  the 
first  step  may  be  taken  this  ver}'  3'ear. 
Never  were  opportunities  for  self- 
culture  and  .self-training  so  ample  or 
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so  easily  within  the  reach  of  all. 
Sunnner  courses  at  the  Colleges, 
Correspondence  Courses  for  home 
study,  University  Extension  work, 
and  particularly  the  special  courses 
offered  by  many  Universities  to 
teachers  on  lea\'e  of  al)sence— make  a 
beginning  possible  to  every  teacher  in 
our  state. 

A  recent  definition  of  culture, 
"breadih  of  sympathy  and  depth  of 
insight,"  shows  that  it  can  be  gained 
only  by  intercourse  with  one's  fellow 
beings.  A  teacher  should  seize  every 
opportunity  for  social  mii  gling.  for 
travel,  f>>r  training  in  •-^riistic  percep- 
tion. The  broader,  the  richer,  the 
fuller  her  own  life,  the  more  desirable 
a  companion  is  she  for  children,  the 
more  certain  to  be  an  inspiration  to 
all  who  meet  her. 

What  if  our  state  is  not  fully  alive 
to  the  pecuniary  value  of  its  teaching 
force  !  In  time,  merit  is  bound  to  be 
recognized,  and  after  Massachusetts 
and  other  .states  have  called  away  a 
few  more  of  our  capable  teachers, 
Pennsylvania  will  awake  to  the  fact 
that  home  talent,  to  be  retained,  mu.st 
be  paid  for. 

Let  us  urge  then  upon  all  our 
teachers  that  you  fit  yourselves  for  the 
highest  work  possible  to  you,  that 
you  begin  right  off,  work  towards  a 
definite  goal  and  carry  this  aim 
steadily  in  mind  — then,  wherever  you 
may  be  led  you  will  have  perceptibl}- 
rai.sed  the  standard  of  teaching,  and 
broadened  your  own  life  by  giving  .it 
a  fuller  expres.sion. 

Colleges  Offering  Specl'\l  Facil- 
ities FOR  Advanced  Work. 

To  teachers  desirous  of  some  definite 
information  concerning  colleges  and 
Universities  where  higher  work  maj* 
be  undertaken  under  favorable  condi- 


tions, we  give  the  following  facts  : 

For  professional  work  looking  to- 
wards teaching  as  a  science,  we  have 
Clark  University  at  Worcester,  Massa- 
chusetts, where  college  graduates  may 
do  original  work,  and  Teachers' 
College  in  New  York  City,  where  the 
teachers'  work  is  outlined  on  broad 
and  suggestive  lines  and  where  teach- 
ers of  experience  receive  especial 
consideration.  The  cost  of  one  year 
at  Teachers'  College  may  be  covered 
by  five  hundred  dollars  if  one  boards 
at  the  college,  and  it  might  be 
diminished  by  boarding  in  clubs.  The 
Normal  College,  of  Chicago,  is  too 
recentl}^  opened  to  describe  here. 

In  regard  to  colleges  giving  regular 
work  in  academic  lines,  we  have  the 
Western  Universities  at  Ann  Arbor, 
Madison,  Lincoln  and  Bloomington, 
which  offer  the  .special  inducements  of 
thorough  work,  free  tuition,  and  ex- 
ceptional opportunities  for  supporting 
one's  self  and  paying  one's  expenses 
while  there.  We  are  told  that  with 
mone}^  ahead  for  one's  term's  ex- 
penses, one  can  be  sure  of  earning 
enough  to  pay  one's  way  thereafter. 
The  University  of  Chicago  and  Cornell 
offer  regular  college  work  during  the 
summer  months.  Cornell  is  con- 
veniently and  beautifully  located  and 
Chicago  gives  all  the  advantages  of 
residence  in  a  big  city.  A  graduate 
tells  us  that  the  co.st  at  Chicago  may 
be  limited  to  $100,  and  tuition  for 
summer  work  at  Cornell  is  $25.  Board 
at  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  may  be  obtained 
for  $12  per  month. 

As  mentioned  elsewhere  in  our 
columns,  Indiana  Normal  has  at 
present  an  unusually  large  number  of 
graduates  taking  advantage  of  these 
favorable  conditions  and  so  we  can  get 
definite  information  for  any  graduate 
who  cares  to  write  to  us  for  it. 
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Zbe  Senior  B*>V  Hide. 

Early  on  the  morning  of  the  12th 
of  October  the  heads  of  Seniors  miglit 
have  been  seen  bobbing  out  of  the 
windows  of  tlie  Normal  School,  gazing 
with  delight  upon  the  beautiful  sk}^ 
where  were  only  enough  clouds  to 
temper  the  rays  of  the  sun,  and  at  the 
earth  in  its  rich  October  garments  and 
at  the  hard  smooth  roads  just  perfect 
for  driving.

Miss  Leonard  and  Mr.  Carter  had 
l>een    chosen    a.s  chaperones    for    the 


crowd  and  followed  in  a  buggy. 

Following  the  Jack.soiiville  road  f>r 
a  while  the  wagons  drove  out  in  the 
country.  The  boys  gathering  apples, 
corn,  pumpkins,  turnips  wild  grapes, 
etc.,  along  the  road  kept  the  girls 
from  suffering  with  hunger.  And 
then  the  chestnuts  !  Imagine  the  joy 
among  the  Seniors,  when  the  first 
chestnut  tree  was  sighted  !  The  boys 
ran  lest  the  nuts  should  disappear  be- 
fore they  could  reach  them,  and  after 
much  hard  work  and  with  many 
prickled  fingers  brought  their  trophies 
to  the  girls  in  the  wagons. 

Mr.  Carter  and  Miss  Leonard, 
having  a  spirited  horse,  passed  and 
repassed  the  wagons  and  the  Seniors 
were  always  glad  to  .see  their  happy 
smiling  faces,  and  when  Mr.  Carter 
threw  bags  of  candy  into  the  wagons 
their  joy  was  increa.sed. 

About  four  miles  out  from  Indiana 
they  .stopped  at  a  farm  house  where 
they  had  a  pleasant  rest  and  a  drink 
of  water,  and  were  led  by  Mr.  Carter 
to  a  grape  vine  from  which,  when 
they  arrived,  were  hanging  many 
clusters  of  purple  grapes,  none  of 
which  could  be  .seen  when  they  left. 
After  a  .short  rest  the  trip  was  con- 
tinued amid  much  cheering  and  merri- 
ment and  when  the}'  had  driven 
about  three  miles  farther  they  stopped

time  they  had  and  each  insisting  that 
Irs  wagon  hid  been  the  best.  Another 
such  happy  crowd  it  would  have  been 
hard  to  find. 

It  is  impossible  to  describe  the 
delight  and  pleasure  of  the  trip.  This 
day  and  this  Senior  Hay  Ride  will 
certainly  be  looked  back  upon  b}-  the 
Cla.ss  of  '01  as  one  of  the  Red  Letter 
Days  of  their  .school  life.

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term 
the  Seniors  met  and  organized.  The 
following  officers  we:e  elected  :  Pres- 
ident, Wilmer  Wood;  \'ice  President, 
Corabelle  Seibert;  Secretary,  Belle 
Jenks;  Treasurer,  Caroline  Lauman.

The  football  team  has  played  verj' 
few  games  this  fall,  owing  to  the 
difficulty  found  in  securing  opposing 
teanas.  This  is  a  matter  of  regret  as 
the  team  is  a  very  strong  one,  and 
would  be  able  to  hold  its  own  against 
any  of  the  school  or  college  teams  of 
W^estern  Pennsylvania.  The  first 
game  was  played  at  Latrobe  with  the 
strong  professional  team  of  that  place 
on  October  6th.  The  large  score,  52-0, 
was  not  a  surprise  to  the  Normal  boys, 
as  the  team,  aside  from  being  in  its 
first  game  of  the  season,  was  made  up 
of  new  men,  .some  of  whom  had  never 


been  in  a  game  before.  That  they 
learned  many  things  about  football  in 
this  game,  was  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  on  the  loth  of  October,  but  four 
days  later,  they  succeeded  in  holding 
the  Greensburg  eleven,  a  team  at  that 
time  ranked  ahead  of  Latrobe,  down 
to  1 1  points,  and  almost  scored  against 
their  big  opponents. 

The  third  game  was  played  on  the 
Normal  grounds  on  October  15th, 
between  Normal  and  Eldersridge 
Academy.  The  Academy  boys  played 
a  clean,  hard  game  but  were  too  light, 
and  were  defeated  23-0.  All  the 
Normal  boys  played  well  on  tbe 
defensive,  but  when  they  had  the  ball, 
many  a  good  opportunity  for  advancing 
the  ball  was  lost  because  of  the  slow 
starting  behind  the  line. 

On  Octoi)er  22d  the  Punxsutawney 
team  was  defeated  on  the  Normal 
grounds  23-0.
